Worcester, Mass., Jan. 1. 
Discovery of the secret which 
produced the famous Damascus 
blado of antiquity was announced 
by an Ohio dentist to the Ameri- 
can Society for Metals here, 


W. 8. Carnes told the society ' 


he’ had. obtained the formula 
from tablets recovered by 
archeologists in the Holy Land. 
He domonstrated metal jstrips 
of razor of such sharpness and 
such flexibility that they could 
be in a circle without breaking. 
He related the - legend ‘of 
ancient Damascus sword manu- 
facture as follows: “ 


The sword-maker would take a 
giant Nubian slave on a midnight 
desert trek, and then with charcoal 
fire and bellows manned by the slave 
would heat his already forged blade.

Then the artisan plunged the blade 
through the slave's heart, 
translated by Dr: Carnes as sudden 
cooling tn a Liquid with the correct 
chemical constituents to give the 
unique qualitics, 


Proper “alr-tempering” followed 
ng the maker swung the blade about 
his head with a’ muttered {ncanta-~ 
tlon, the dentist said. According to 
the legend if the blade then would 
sever the slave's head without being 
nicked a true Damascus blade had 
been ereated, A 2 

Dr. Carnes, an dmateur metallurg- 
ist, showed his recreation of the 
famed blades, testing fMexibility’ by 
touching: point to hilt then proving 
temper by shaving hair from hls arm 
with the same blade, © 


He developed the modern and less 
edlourful process, Dr, Carnes said, 
by producing a tempering solution 
with constituents ‘similar to blood 
and ‘discovering the proper top-hcat 
by comparisen with the rising sun's 
intensity. os

ness included hammering pieces of

DYNAMITE FIGHT 


FOUR MEN KILLED IN 
NEW TERRITORIES 


At least four men are dead as a 
result of a fierce fight, in whieh 
dynamite was hurled, which occurred 
in the carly hours of yesterday 
morning, nenr Double Island, in the 
Sha Tau Kole vicinity of the New 
Territories. Two others nre missing 
and may possibly be dead. 

The fight followed an attempted 
armed robbery on a fishing junk 
which was moored close to the 
island. The ‘occupants of the Junk, 
nbout 10 in number, were asleep 
when. they were uwakened by five 
men, armed with revolvers who had 
come alongside In a sampan, Taking 
the junk’s crew completely by sur- 
prise, the robbers quickly ‘shepherd- 
ed them into one pf the holds and 
proceeded systematically to ransack 
the Junk. -- eee y 

The occupants, ‘however, did not 
inke the assault without resistance, 
and on discovering that in the hold 
wus stored a large quantity of 
dynamite, they seized several sticks, 
foreed open the closed hatches and 
began: a .counter-attack. When the 
robbers learned of the extent of the 
fishermen’s ‘ursenal, they fled in 
panic, and, ignoring their sampan, 
dived overboard. ; 

Altacked with Oars 

Several sticks of dynamite were 
hurled -at them as they swam and 
then the fishermen pursucd them in 
nh sampan= and attacked them by 
clouting their heads with oars. 

Police in the New Territories were 
notified of the incident immediately 
nnd a search of the vicinity yester- 
day resulted in the finding of the 
bodies of two of the robbers. An- 
other, who is known to have been 
drowned, has not yet-been recover- 
ed, and it-is thought possible that 
ine temalning two have also been 
cilled. *

NO. TRACE FOUND IN 
DEMOLITION 


Where is the foundation stone 
which Sir Richard Graves Mac- 
donnell, Governor of Hongkong, lald 
in the old City. Holl on Saturday, 
February 23, 1867? | ard a 


Workmen have “completed their 
demolition of the historic building, 
ond, despite a careful scarch by 
P.W.D. officials, no trace of the 
foundation ‘stone has been found. 

When demollshers began their task 
lust year- Mr. W. Pryde, > P.W.D. 
Inspector, who had heard’ of the 
existence of the stone, gave orders 
that a special search was to be made 
among the foundations for the stonc 
and the newspapers and coins buricd 
beneath it, so that they could be 
preserved as mementocs of carly 
Hongkong. Consequently, when the 
foundations were reached, Mr. A. 
Pengelley stood by and for more 
than a weele personally . supervised 
the removal of every stone in the 
still solid foundations. 


But not a sign of a stone, a coln 
or a newspaper was found, and the 
suspicion arose that the story of the 
stone was a myth. eet 

But it is.no myth. The stone may 
have been overlooked or may have 
been removed ‘earlier, but If carly 
Hongkong newspapers can be relied 
on, the stone was certainly well and 
truly laid, as the following precis of 
the newspaper report, written In the 
grandiose style of the day shows: 


‘1867 Ceremony. © 


“A large party, among which were 
several ladles, assembled , at the 
parade ground about 1 p.m. on Satur- 
day, February 23, 1867, to witness 


‘the ceremony of Inying the corner 


stone of the new city hall, 

“Shortly after 1 o'clock, His Ex- 
eellency the Governor accompanicd 
by Lady Macdonnell and their guests, 
His Royal Highness the Duke dc 
Penthievre, the Count de Beauvoir, 
Captain’ Fauvell and Licutenant 
Brinkley, arrived, and the party at 
once proceeded to the north-cast end 
ef the enclosure where a scaffolding 
was erected over the trenches In 
which: the foundatlon was to be Inid. 
Here the corner stone was suspended 
on a pair of shears directly over its 
testing place. , 


. “Mr, Rennie, the chalrmaon of .the 
committee, and His Excellency then 
descended into the trench and the 
stone was lowered and duly cemented 
in its place and the Inaugural step in 
this noble enterprise was. declarcd 
taken, upon which event His Ex- 
cellency turned and offered Mr. 
Rennie his congratulations. 


“Under the stonc was placed the]: 


usual copy of local papers and a num- 
ber of Hongkong and Chinese. coins 
of different denominations.” 

May Be Overlooked. 


From this report it is obvious that 


the stone was laid on the Des Vocux 


Rond corner nearest the harbour 
facing the cricket ground, which is 
{he former parade ground mentioned, 
and it js also apparent that the stone 
was not laid in the usual style, in the 
walls above the ground, but far bclow 
the surface of the ground jJevel. This 
spot was carefully searched Jast week, 
and although a certain amount of ex- 
cavation was done in the removal of 
the foundation, it js thought possible 


that-the. stone may -have been. over- 


looked. : 

It is probable that an. intensive 
search of the Des Vocux Road corner 
will be made In a final effort to find

TRADE. MARK CASE 

: MAGISTRATE | GIVES 
. - DECISION . 

“y Judgment In favour of the. com- 

pininunts was given. in the Kowloon 


Magistracy by Mr. Himsworth on 
Saturday, in the case where ‘the Kam 


Plu Drug Co., of 616 Shanghal Street, | 


were summoned by the ‘China Dis- 
pensary for selling a hottle of skin 
lotion to which a forged trade mark 
had been applied; unlawful possession 
of 13 bottles of skin Jotlon bearing 
n_fqreed tride mark; and .exposing 
fd? sale the said bottles. 


Mr. W. A. Brown appenred for the 
complainants, and Mr. F. H. Ldseby 
represented defendants,” * 


Nominal fines’ of $20 on the first 
two charges, and $80 costs, were im- 
posed. 


Mr, Loseby applied for a re-hearing 
on the qrounds that he had further 
evidence’ to contradict the prosecu- 
tion's evidence, but Hls Worship re- 
fused the apptlention, stating that the 
evidence *the defence proposed to call 
could make no material difference to 
the case. 


In his judgment, Mr. Wimsworth 
sald: ‘ 


In this action the defendants are 
charged with three offences; selling 
goods to which a forged trade mark 
has been applied; having In their 
possession for sale certain goods to 
which a forged trade mark’ was 
applied; and exposing for sate certain 
roods, to wit 13 bottles of sin lotlon 
to‘which a forged trade maric. was 
applied. 


I will deal with, the third charge 
first. Due probably to an oversight 
on the part of the prosecution there 
was never any evidence produced to 
show that the thirteen bottles men- 
tioned In that charge were ever exe 
posed for sale.. The first witness, 
who executed the warrant, did in fact 
seize the thirteen bottles mentioned 
in the charge but he was not called 
upon to give evidence as to whether 
they were or were not exposed for 
sale and In the absence of such 
evidence I do not think this charge 
ean proceed further. ; 


Sec. 3° (2) of the Merchandise 
Marks Ordinance No, 4 of 1890 states 
“Every person who scljs, or has 
in his possession, for sale or any pur- 
posed of trade or manufacture, any 
foods or things to which any forged 
trade mark or false trade description 
is applled, ...... shall be gullty of 
an offence unless various defences 
ure proved, The first point to decide 
therefore Is whether the defendant 
had in his possession goods to which 
a forged trade mark had been applied. 
Was this trade mark forged? In 
Halsbury tst Ed. Vol. IX p. 566 par 
1145 note (g) it is stated that a person 
is deemed to forge a trade mark, who 
without the assent of the proprietor 
makes that trade mark, or a mark 
sa nearly resembling It as to be 
calculated to deceive or who falsifies 
any genuine trade mark."" 


Mark Not Genuine 


I hold that the prosecution on the 
evidence of Mr. Rowan, manoger of 
the plointlf firm, proved that the 
trade mark “Dermolinc” No, 30 of 
1925 on the bottle which forms the 
subject of the first charge {s not 
genuine, It is true that'in order to 
establish this ‘contention the witness 
had to refer to other parts of the label, 
other parts of the scaled wrapping 
round the package and to the contents 
of the bottle Itself, Such reference, 
however, 1s necessary In these cases 
~for~trade-marks“on™ such” labels~ are 
not printed with the care and skill 
sometimes applied to printed paper 
such as ‘a banknote. The evidence 
of this witness convineed me beyond 
‘all reasonable doubt that the trade 
mark on the bottles wére not genuine 
but had been forged. 


This fact having been found, the 
defendant then appealed to those 
clauses in the section by means of 
which a defendant can claim exonera~ 
tion for an offence committed under 
this scetlon. These subsections pro- 
vide two defences. The first is con- 
tained fn subsec. (a) and (b) which 
reads—"(a) that, having taken call 
reasonable precautions against com- 
mitting an offence against this Ordin- 
ance, he had, at the time of the com- 
mission of the alleged offence, no 
reason to suspect the genuineness of 
the trade mark ..,. and.(b). that, on 
demand made by or on behalf of the 
Prosecutor, he gave all the informa- 
tion in his power with respect to the 


persons from whom he obtained such | 


goods or things; or (¢) that he other- 
wise acted inndcently. I will deal 
with the former defence first. ° 


There is no doubt, I think that the 
defendant complied or attempted to 
comply with subsec. (b), but this of 
itself is not sufficient and must be 
combined with action taken under 
subsec, (a), On this point I think 
Lord Hewart's remarks in Allard y 
Selfridge and Co, 1925 I K.B, at p, 
134 are in point. : 


The learned ‘Chief Justice there 
says “The sub-section (i.e. subsec, ¢) 
us I understand it, means. that if‘n 
defendant sccks to excuse himself 
on the ground that he had no reason 
fo suspect the: genulnoncss of the 
trade description he -must lay the 
foundations .of . that defence — b: 
establishing that he has token ‘ull 
reasonable precautions; in other words 
the scctionin effect says that itis no 
excuse for the defendant to say that 
he had ne reason to suspect the 
Zenuineness of the.trade description 
unless he shows that he has taken 
all reasonable precautions.”

precautions" within the. meaning of 
this subsection. A person who stocks 
goods benring a registered trade mark 
and who sells, exposes for or has in 
his . possession for. sale, such goods 
must, in order to avold committing an 
offence under this Ordinance, satisfy 
himself that the trade mari is a 
genuine trade mark. 


As to the actions necessary to 
comply with this duty, this must be 
a question of fact to be decided In 
each particular case, but I thine more 
stringent precautions would = be 
necessary where foods were pur- 
chased from an agent, than where 
they were purchased directly from 
the proprictor of the trade mark, 


But “reasonable precautions” if it 
means'anything at all means that the 
defendant purchaser must take some 
reasonnble means of ascertaining 
whether the goods do or do not bear 
a forged trade mark, In this case 
the defendant did nothing except take 
the vendor's wore ‘The facts in this 
case differ very little from those 
in. Allard v Selfmuge (supra) where 
defendants sold stockings as silk when 
they were in fact not silk, relying on 
merely handling and looking at-them 
to determine thelr. texture. The 
stockings had been bought from a 
traveling trader, It was held that 
these’ acts were not sufficient to salisfy 
the term “reasonable precautions,” 


There remains ‘the second defence 
covered by section (c) and this, it 
was held In Allard v_ Selfridge 
(supra) must be treated as separate 
from the defence embodicd in subsec. 
(a) and’ (b), for the defence Is not 
that defendant ‘had acted innocently” 
but that “otherwise he had acted 
innocently” and here again I think 
the language of Lord Hewart in 
Allard v Selfridge (supra) is of guid- 
ance, Quoting Channol, J. in Christi¢, 
Manson and Woods v. Cooper 1900:2 
Q.B, 522 he says, “The innocence con- 
templated by the Act, is innocence 
of any intention to infringe an Act of 
Parliament," and continues. “such 
‘innocence--can-only-extst--where-the 
infraction was committed by inadver- 
tence or mistake of fact. And hero 
the appellant knew all the facts—his 
only mistake was as to the effect of 
the statule,” ie 


x oan 

I therefore hold that the defendant 

has failed to substantiate a defence 

under either of these two subsections, 

and I must register a convittion cn 
the first two charges. 


In conclusion, I think I should add 
that while I have found that the de 
fendant has been proved guilty of an 
offence within this Ordinance, I do 
not think there was any deliberate or 
wilful ‘intention to commit, the 
offences as proved, and the moral 
guilt of the defendant is very small.

Although no part of Australia is 
volcanic o 5 subject to carthquakes, 
tt curlous phenomenon, so far ine 
explicable. to scientists, hns just 
made its reappearance in Lake 
Victoria, at the south-eastern corner 
of the Commonwealth, in the shape 
of an island. :

“Many oddities of conviction con- 
cerning health and hygiene, ailments, 
dict and bodily structure are derived 
from superstition and folk-lore,” says

“Mere denial‘is not enough. Onc 
must establish the ‘why’ of’ the 
correction."

It. is situated In 
the lower right quarter of the abdo~ 
men, ir thinner than a pencil and 
varics from one to five inches in 
length, 

Fifty per cent. of cases occur’ in 
young people under twenty. The 
average age of those who dic from it 
Is twenty-elght. : 

Most. people who cat grapes 
swallow seeds, and nearly overyone 
swallows other fruit stones:or pips at 
some time: or another, 
dicitis Is not so common as these facts 
would seem to indicate. The truth 
is toast the surgeon so rarely finds'a 
seed in a discased appendix. that, 
when he does, it becomes a case of 
special. comment. And it.{s rarely 
Possible to be certain that the seed 
waa responsible for the inflammation. 

Appendicitis is- really caused by 
infection of the organ 
ing. germs. 

But don't: Iet this. encourage you to 
swallow. Pips—-it is. true that they 
are often harmless, ‘but your Inside is 
better without them! .

Worcester, Mass., Jan. 1. 
Discovery of the secret which 
produced the’ famous Damascus 
blade of antiquity was announced 
by an Ohio dentist to the Ameri- 

can Socioty for Metals here, 


W. S. Carnes ‘told. the society 
he had obtained the formula 


from tablets - recovered by |- 


archeologists in the Holy Land. 
He demonstrated ‘metal {strips 
of razor of such sharpness and 
such flexibility that they could 
be in a cirelo without breaking. 

He related .the legend of 
ancient Damascus sword manu- 
facture as follows: * 


The sword-maker would take a 
giant Nubian slave on o midnight 
desert trek, and then with ‘charcoal 
fire and bellows manned by the slave 


would heat his already forged blade. |” 


Slow heating until sunrise gave the 


proper tempering degree to the metal |- 


and this, the dentist explained, was 
reached exactly by comparing : the 
colour with the centre of the rising 
sun. ‘ : 


Then th artisan plunged the binde 
through the slave's heart, an action 
tranzlated by Dr. Carnes as sudden 
cooling in a liquid with the correct 
chemical constituents to give the 
unique qualities.
